Grant's Mealre to Live. 


NEW 
YOBK, Sept. 18. — Ex-Senator 


Chaffee, who has just gone home, told 
a. World's repoitev 
befovo 
starting: 


"New York is a purely commercial city 
and looks upon everything from a com- 
meioial standpoint. Her citizens will 
never contribute $1,000,000 for a Grant 
monument. If the money is to be 
raised, New York people must co.i- 
tribnte it. No aid need be expected 
'from the other States; and yet, let his 
remains be removed to Washington, and 
the money would be raised inside of 
' thirty days. I would guarantee that 


Colorado would give more to tbe fund 
than the whole State of New York, lich 
as she is. But it is not necessary to 
make comparisons reflecting on New 
York. The people of the country do 
not believe New York is the proper 
place for the General's tomb, and they 
will not contribute money for the mon- 
ument for that reason, believing that 
the 
burinl bite must ultimately be 


changed. When Congress meets steps 
will be taken to obtain Mrs. Grdut's 
consent to the removal. I do not th:nk 
it will be hard to get, and as soon as 
aho doos consent the change Will be 
made at once. I talked with the Gen- 
eral on the subject before his death. 
He never even so much as mentioned 
New York. His preferences were West 
Point, Washington or Galena. The 
Soldiers' Home will eventually be tbe 
resting-place for Graut'n remains." 


Concerning the cause of the death of 


Gen. Grunt, Mr. Cbaffee said: "The 
doctors have given their verdict, let me 
give you mine. Cancer was finally but 
nob primarily the cause of Grant's 
death. Theie wan a greater cancer 
gnawing at his heart and causing him 
far more pain than the one in his throat. 
You can form no idea how the General 
took the failure and betrayal of bis 
trust placed in supposed fuends. No 
one will ever know the extent of bis 
anguish, not even his own family, ior 
he was the bravebt in their presence. 
I was with him after the exposure of 
Ward. The General would sit for hours 
in his large arm-chair, clutching ner- 
vously with his hands at the arm rests, 
driving his flnger nails into the hard 
wood. It was a pitiful spectacle. One 
day he said to me: 'Chuffee, I could 
kill Ward as I would a snake. I believe 
I should do it, too, but I do not wish to 
be banged for the killing of such a 
wretch! ' It is said that Grant had but 
one object, which sustained life in him 
for mouths, that of amshmg his book 
and providing for his family. I know 
of another, he wished to live to testify 
in court against Ward and bring him to 
justice." 


The special DetlTery System. 


The following roles have been issued 


for the guidance of Postmasters and 
Postal Clerks in preparing for dispatch 
letters bearing the 
special delivery 


stamps: "When dispatched direct from 
one Postoffloe or from a railway Post- 
ofiice to a postoffice, a separate package 
should be m»ds when there are over Eve 
letters. When tbere are less than five 
letters they should be placed together 
on the outside of the letter package so

son opening the 
pouch.

when dispatched from a Postoffice or 
Bailroiid Postoffice or from one Bailawy 
Postofnce to another, a separate pack- 
age should be made when there are five 
or more of these letters addressed 
to the same postoffioe.

less than 
five 
letters 
they 


should be placed upon the outside of the 
package or immediately under the label 
slip of th« xonte or State Package." 


Proposetl Overland lane- 


Tb« Chicago Inter-Ocean has ths fol- 


lowing: "Tbe prospects of the Bur- 
lington and Northwestern building lines 
into Salt Lake City has attracted con- 
siderable attention lately. It is well- 
known that the Northwestern has had a 
line surveyed to Salt Lake City and it is 
expected that the extension will be 
built next Summ=r. While the Bur- 
lington and Northwestern have both 
virtually decided on an extension into 
Utah, it has not yet been stated how 
these lines propose to reach the Pacific 
Coast. 
It is learned however, that 


neither of the two roads cotttemplate 
an alliance with the Central Pacific, but 
will reach the co>ist by an entirely diff- 
erent route. The California and Color- 
ado Irnprov emont Company owns ter- 
minal facilities in San Francisco, nd- 
Joinin g those of the Central Pacific, and 
it is stated that this company which has 
been heard very little of for some time, 
has been reorganized and has already 
surveyed the route from San Francisco 
to Salt Sake City, crossing the main 
range of the mountains 280 miles south 
of the Cential Pacific line. When com- 
pleted, it ia expected that the new line 
will furnish tho Pacific Coast connec- 
tions for both the Burlington and the 
Northwestern and 
will be controlled 


jointly by both of these corporations. 


JLlue of Fruit. 


Senator Stanford ttates that if tho 


fruit-growers will combine and make up 
a train of fifteen or eighteen cars once 
or twice a week, it will be run through 
to the East in seven or eight days, with 
a charge of only $300 per car of 20,000 
pounds, for which $600 is charged when 
run on passenger tiains. The fruit- 
growers will meet next Thursday at the 
Chamber of Commerce and it is proba- 
ble some definite action will be taken in 
regard to Senator Stanford's suggestion 
The railroad reports are not as yet com 
pleted in regard to the gross amount of 
greeu fruit shipped East by rail thi 
season. The shipment-! op to August 
this year aggregate 1,535 cor loads, an 
will probably reach 1,800 car loads by 
the end of the season. Calculating 20, 
000 pounds to the cur, this makes 36,- 
000,000 pounds of green fruit for 1885, 
as against 12,000,000 pouuds for tlie 
year 1881, and 500,000 for tbe year 
1875.

thoroughly pickaynnish policy, destined 
only to degrade labor aud make the 
masses poorer than they now are. 
It 


attempted a reduction in San Francisco, 
but the loud voice of the labor oiganizn- 
tinns frightened them out of it, and 
they retraced their steps. They at- 
tempted it in the Mint at this city, and 
found that no responsible mau in the 
Mint employ would submit to such re- 
dactions. 
But the greatest blow of all to the 


class of people who work for wages, is 
its alliance with,the gold bugs of the 
Bust by which silver, the poor info's 
money, is to be depreciated until it bo- 
comes almost worthless. By this means 
millions of dollars are ti.ken from tbe 
poor, and dumped into the coffers of the 
crafty Shylooks who deal in discounts 
and percentages.
